REPORT  OF  COUNCIL 


To  the  J J embers,  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting , Wednesday „ 
February  26th , 1902. 


I.  PUPILS  AND  FEES. 

SESSION  1900-1901. 


The  entire  number  of  Pupils  during  this  Session  was  1520,  being 
an  increase  of  108  on  that  of  the  preceding  Session.  Of  these  1098 
were  Students  in  the  College,  and  422  Pupils  in  the  School.  Of  the 
Students,  279  belonged  to  the  Faculty  of  Medicine,  92  being  new 
Students : in  the  Faculties  of  Arts  and  Laws  and  of  Science  there  were 
819  Students,  436  being  new  Students.  The  largest  number  of  Boys 
in  the  School  in  any  one  Term  was  351. 

In  the  Faculties  of  Arts  and  Laws  and  of  Science  these  figures 
show,  as  compared  with  the  preceding  Session,  an  increase  of  32 
in  the  new  Students  and  a total  increase  of  60  : and  in  the  Faculty 
of  Medicine  an  increase  of  14  in  the  new  Students,  and  a total  increase 
of  18.  There  were  78  Research  Students  in  the  Faculty  of  Science. 

The  Fees  received  (exclusive  of  those  for  Clinical  Instruction) 
amounted  to  £24,099  6s.  being  £985  13s.  0 d.  more  than  in  the 
Session  1899-1900.

In  addition  to  the  above-stated  amounts,  the  sum  of  £1,211  14s.  0 d. 
was  received  for  Clinical  Instruction  in  the  Hospital,  making  a 
total  of  £4,716  12s.  0 d.  paid  by  Students  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine 
in  the  Session. 

The  total  payments  to  Professors,  Teachers,  and  Masters  amounted 
to  £17,254  13s.  3d. 

THE  CURRENT  SESSION. 

The  entries  of  Students  to  February  1st,  1902,  have  been  as  follows : — 
in  the  Faculty  of  Medicine,  214,  of  whom  54  are  new  Students ; in 
the  Faculties  of  Arts  and  Laws  and  of  Science,  625,  of  whom  264  are 
new  Students. 

The  entries  in  the  School,  in  Michaelmas  Term,  were  368,  of  whom 
81  were  new  pupils;  in  the  present  Term,  381,  38  being  new  pupils  ; 
adding  the  81  Boys  in  the  Branch  School  at  Hampstead,  this  makes 
462  in  all. 

The  College  Fees  received  to  February  1st  are  £2,800  7s.  0 d.  in  the 
Faculty  of  Medicine,  and  £9,375  19s.  Qd.  iu  the  Faculties  of  Arts  and 
Laws  and  of  Science.  This  shows  a decrease  of  £265  2s.  6d.  as 
compared  with  the  same  date  of  last  Session. 


II.  GENERAL  FINANCES. 

Financial  Year  1900-1901. 

The  excess  of  expenditure  over  receipts  for  tlie  financial  year  ending 
August  31st,  1901,  was  £'1,041  6s.  lid.,  of  which  £1,005  9s.  id.  was 
due  to  interest  on  the  loan  from  the  Bankers. 

The  loan  from  the  Bankers  amounted  on  August  31st  to  £29,000  as 
compared  with  £29,500  at  the  corresponding  date  1900 ; of  this  loan 
£21,291  14s.  8 d.  was  borrowed  to  pay  for  extensions  of  the  permanent 
buildings  of  the  College,  and  the  remainder  is  due  in  part  to  permanent 
improvements  such  as  the  installation  of  electric  light  and  in  part 
to  the  excess  of  ordinary  expenditure  over  income  and  includes 
£6220  3s.  Id.  paid  to  the  Bankers  for  interest  from  August  1891. 

In  response  to  the  Appeal  for  Annual  Subscriptions  issued  last 
February,  the  Council  received  Subscriptions  (for  list  see  p.  40) 
amounting  to  £861,  of  which  £330  was  for  special  departments  and 
£531  was  for  general  purposes. 

Donations  amounting  to  £262  2s.  were  received  or  promised  for 
general  purposes.  Mr.  Eccles  made  a generous  donation  of  £500  for 
the  reduction  of  the  College  debt,  and  the  Members  of  the  Faculty  of 
Medicine  subscribed  £450  (see  p.  42)  towards  the  total  cost  (£549  Is.) 
of  enlarging  and  refitting  the  room  used  for  the  Practical  Chemistry 
Class  for  Medical  Students. 

The  Crabb-Robinson  Trustees  renewed  their  grant  of  £50  for  the 
rent  of  the  Athletic  Ground,  and  made  other  grants  in  aid  of  Students’ 
Societies  amounting  to  £53  16s. 

The  College  has  again  shared,  to  the  extent  of  £3000,  in  the  annual 
grant  made  by  Parliament  to  University  Colleges. 

Ihe  Technical  Education  Board  of  the  London  County  Council  re- 
newed their  grant  of  £1500  for  the  Technical  departments  of  the  College. 

The  income  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  including  subscrip- 
tions and  donations,  has  increased  under  certain  heads  to  the  amount 
of  £219/  3.s.  '2d.,  and  decreased  under  others  to  the  amount  of 
£528  10s.  3d.,  making  a net  increase  of  £1668  12s.  1 1 d. 

Expenditure  has  increased  under  certain  heads  to  the  amount  of 
£2359  4s.  2d.,  and  decreased  under  others  to  the  amount  of  £1781 
11s.  8c/. , making  a net  increase  of  £577  12s.  6/2.  More  than  £500  of 
this  increase  is  due  to  administrative  changes,  but  £200  was  a special 
charge  and  will  not  be  required  during  the  current  year. 

. increase  in  the  rateable  value  of  the  College  at  the  quinquen- 
nial revision,  which  took  effect  at  April  last,  has  caused  an  additional 
expenditure  of  £160. 

The  Current  Financial  Year.

ADDRESSES  OF  CONDOLENCE  AND  LOYALTY  TO 
H.M.  THE  KING. 

In  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  Members  expressed  at  the  last 
Annual  General  Meeting,  the  following  Addresses  of  condolence  and 
loyalty  were  presented  on  March  20th,  1901,  to  his  Majesty  by  a 
deputation  consisting  of  the  President,  the  Vice-President,  the 
Treasurer,  the  Principal,  and  the  Secretary. 

(1)  May  it  please  Your  Majesty  : 

We  Your  Majesty’s  most  dutiful  and  loyal  subjects  the 
Governors  and  Fellows  of  University  College,  London,  humbly 
beg  leave  to  offer  our  deepest  sympathy  with  Your  Majesty,  the 
Queen  Consort,  and  the  Royal  Family  in  the  great  sorrow  which 
has  befallen  your  Royal  House  in  the  death  of  our  late  Sovereign 
Lady  the  Queen,  who  throughout  her  long  and  glorious  Reign  on 
so  many  occasions  gave  such  striking  evidence  of  her  interest 
in  the  higher  education  of  her  subjects  throughout  her  vast 
dominions. 

(2)  May  it  please  Your  Majesty  : 

We  Your  Majesty’s  most  dutiful  and  loyal  subjects  the 
Governors  and  Fellows  of  University  College,  London,  beg 
leave  to  tender  to  Your  August  Majesty  our  sincerest  expression 
of  heartfelt  and  continued  loyalty  and  devotion  to  Your  Royal 
Person  and  Throne,  and  we  earnestly  pray  that  under  Your 
Majesty’s  stimulating  Patronage  and  true  Guidance,  Arts  and 
Science  may  prosper  to  the  same  degree  as  during  the  Reign 
of  Queen  Victoria,  and  tend  still  further  to  promote  love 
of  Knowledge  and  Research  in  every  direction,  and  that  the 
annals  of  Your  Majesty’s  Reign  may  contain  a brilliant  record  of 
peace  and  happiness  of  Your  Majesty’s  subjects  throughout 
the  Empire. 

His  Majesty  handed  the  following  reply  to  the  President  who 
introduced  the  deputation : 

“ I have  received  with  the  greatest  satisfaction  the  loyal  and 
dutiful  Address  which  you  have  laid  before  Me  to-day  expressing 
devotion  to  My  Throne  and  Person  and  sympathy  with  Me  and  My 
Royal  Consort  in  Our  grief. 

“ The  spontaneous  expressions  of  loyalty  and  goodwill  which  have 
reached  Me  from  all  parts  of  My  Empire  and  all  classes  of  My 
subjects  have  been  a powerful  encouragement  to  Me  in  undertaking 
the  cares  and  labours  surrounding  the  Throne  which  I have  inherited 
from  My  beloved  Mother ; and,  with  Her  Example  before  my  eyes, 

I shall  spare  no  effort  to  secure  the  continuance  of  the  Prosperity 
which  attended  Her  Reign.”

King : Sir  PI.  H.  Cozens-PIardy  (Fellow  of  the  College)  to  be  a Judge 
of  the  High  Court. 


CHANGES  IN  THE  COUNCIL. 

In  November  last  the  Council  received  with  great  regret  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  Justice  Wills,  who  found  that  his  professional  engage- 
ments made  his  attendance  at  Council  meetings  impossible.  The 
Council  regret  to  state  that  Mr.  T.  McKinnon  Wood  and  Mr.  Sidney 
Webb  have  for  similar  reasons  expressed  the  wish  not  to  be  re-elected 
to  the  Council. 


PROFESSORIAL  AND  OTHER  APPOINTMENTS. 
Faculty  of  Auts  and  Laws. 

Prof.  Lallemand  resigned  the  Chair  of  French  Language  and 
Literature  at  the  end  of  last  Session.  The  Council  regret  to  have 
to  record  his  death  in  November  last.  Mr.  Louis  M.  Brandin,  M.A., 
Ph.D.,  has  been  appointed  to  succeed  him  as  Fielden  Professor  of 
French  Language  and  Literature. 

The  Rev.  E.  Moore,  D.D.,  has  been  re-appointed  Barlow  Lecturer 
in  Dante  for  a term  of  three  years. 

Mr.  J.  Macdonell  has  been  appointed  Quain  Professor  of  Com- 
parative Law  for  the  present  Session. 

Prof.  Jethro  Brown  resigned  the  Chair  of  Constitutional  Law  and 
History  at  the  end  of  last  Session.  On  the  recommendation  of  the 
Senate,  Prof.  W.  J.  Whittaker  was  appointed  to  perform  the  duties  of 
the  Chair  during  the  current  Session. 

Prof.  Pawley  Bate  resigned  the  Chair  of  Jurisprudence  at  the  end  of 
last  Session.  On  the  recommendation  of  the  Senate  the  Council 
appointed  Prof.  Murison  to  this  Chair  in  addition  to  that  of  Roman 
Law  which  he  lias  held  for  several  years.

A1  le vne 
Nmholson  has  been  appointed  to  the  Chair  for  the  current  Session. 

Mr.  Reginald  A,  Smith  has  been  appointed  Yates  Lecturer  for  the 
current  Session.

The  Council  have  conferred  the  title  of  Emeritus  Professor  on  the 
Ite\.  1.  G.  Lonney,  whose  resignation  of  the  Chair  of  Geology  and 
Mineralogy  was  mentioned  in  last  year’s  Report.

Chair  ol  Mechanical  Engineering  m the  hands  of  the  Council  where- 
upon it  was  resolved  unanimously  : — 

That  the  Council  accept  with  much  regret  Professor  Beare’s 
resignation  of  the  Chair  of  Mechanical  Engineering:  at  the  same 
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time  they  desire  to  express  their  high  appreciation  of  the  valu- 
able services  he  lias  rendered  to  the  College  during  his  tenure  of 
the  Chair  and  congratulate  him  upon  the  important  appointment 
he  has  received  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh. 

Mr.  J.  D.  Cormack,  I3.Sc.,  of  the  University  of  Glasgow,  has  been 
appointed  to  succeed  Prof.  Beare. 

The  title  of  Assistant-Professor  has  been  conferred  on  Mr.  E.  C. 
C.  Baly  (Chemistry),  Dr.  Bayliss  (Physiology),  Dr.  F.  G.  Donnan 
(Ohemistry),Dr.D.Naharro  (Pathology),  and  Dr.  Osborne  (Physiology). 

Mr.  Norman  Blanchard  has  been  appointed  Assistant  to  Prof. 
Pearson. 

Mr.  Eden,  Mr.  Payne,  and  Mr.  Sprague  have  been  appointed  Assis- 
tants to  Prof.  Cormack. 

In  October  last  the  Council  received  an  intimation  from  Prof. 
Callendar  stating  that  he  had  been  appointed  to  succeed  Prof. 
Rucker  at  the  Royal  College  of  Science,  and  that  he  therefore 
desired  to  place  his  resignation  in  their  hands.

Prof.  F.  W.  Oliver  has  been  appointed  by  the  Council  a Governor  of 
the  County  School,  Richmond. 

Prof.  W.  P.  Ker  has  been  appointed  to  represent  the  Council  on 
the  Stepney  and  Bow  Foundation. 

Mr.  James  Easterbrook  has  been  appointed  by  the  Council  a Governor 
of  the  Hampton  Endowed  Schools. 

THE  COLLEGE  AND  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  LONDON. 

It  will  be  within  the  recollection  of  many  Members  of  the  College 
that  in  December  1898,  when  the  Statutory  Commissioners  were 
framing  the  statutes  for  the  reconstitution  of  the  University  of 
London  under  the  Act  of  1898,  the  Council  adopted  the  following 
resolution : — 

“That  a deputation  be  appointed  to  represent  to  the  Statutory 
Commission  that — 

“ Inasmuch  as 

(i)  University  College,  London,  was  founded  as  the  University 
of  London,  with  the  object  of  providing  a complete  university 
education  in  London  of  the  highest  type  : 
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(ii)  The  intention  of  the  founders  and  benefactors  of  University 
Colleo-e  will  only  be  carried  out  by  the  incorporation  of  the 
College  in  the  University,  so  that  its  resources  shall  still  be 
utilized  for  the  furtherance  of  the  highest  educational  work  and 
for  research ; — 

“The  Council  of  University  College  are  prepared  to  summon  a 
General  Meeting  of  the  Members  of  the  College  and  to  propose  to 
them  that  such  steps  should  bo  taken  as  may  be  necessary  for 
placino-  the  site,  land,  buildings,  and  endowments  of  the  College 
at  the  complete  disposal  of  the  reconstituted  University. 

n j ||  making*  this  offer  the  Council  do  not  desire  to  t 'mow  an\ 
obstacle  in  the  way  of  any  other  institutions  in  London  which 
may  be  disposed  to  place  their  resources  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Governing  Body  of  the  University. 

“ It  will  be  necessary,  in  accordance  with  the  precedent  afforded  by 
the  Universities  Act  (Oxford  and  Cambridge),  to  protect  the 
interests  of  the  existing  teachers  and  executive  staff  of  the  College. 
The  existing*  teachers  are,  however,  to  have  no  claim  as  such  to 
any  rank  in  the  reconstituted  University  or  to  any  vested  interest 
other  than  they  now  have  in  the  College. 

“ Special  provision  will  probably  have  to  be  made  as  to  the  Boys 
School  and  its  endowments,  and  perhaps  for  appropriate  buildings 
on  another  site  being  provided  for  this  department  of  the  College 
work.  Arrangements  will  also  have  to  be  made  with  regard  to 
the  Hospital  and  its  funds,  of  which  the  College  is  now  the 
trustee.” 

A deputation,  consisting  of  the  Treasurer,  The  Hon.  Mr.  Justice 
Wills,  Mr.  Baily,  Sir  George  Young,  and  Professors  Godlee,  Pearson, 
and  Ramsay,  was  received  on  Dec.  15th,  1898. 

The  Commissioners  expressed  their  obligation  to  the  deputation  for 
their  attendance  and  undertook,  after  considering  the  matter,  to 
communicate  with  the  Council. 

After  careful  consideration  of  the  proposal,  the  Commissioners, 
feeling  that  the  terms  of  the  Act  did  not  make  it  possible  for  them 
to  give  effect  to  the  proposal,  resolved  to  report  it  to  the  Lord 
President  of  the  Council. 

The  Lord  President’s  view  was  given  in  the  following  words  : — 
“ It  appears  undesirable  at  this  stage  to  disturb,  as  proposed,  the  basis 
of  the  scheme  of  reconstruction  upon  which  the  London  University 
Commission  are  engaged,  and  that  a discussion  of  the  proposals  of 
University  College  may  well  be  deferred  until  the  Senate  of  the 
new  University  are  in  a position  to  consider  them.” 

The  Council  have  not  abandoned  the  policy  adopted  by  them  in 
1898,  and  in  appointing  a Special  Appeal  Committee  on  November 
18th,  1901,  they  re-stated  it  in  the  following  form  : — 

“ That  Donors  be  informed  that  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Council 
to  enable  the  University  of  London  to  absorb  the  College  for 
the  purpose  of  teaching  by  the  University.” 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  present  year  events  have  taken  place  that 
bring  that  policy  within  the  range  of  speedy  realisation. 

b 
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'File  Drapers’  Company  have  made  to  the  Senate  of  the  University 
of  Loudon  an  offer  in  the  following  terms: — 

“ That  the  Drapers’  Company  believing  that  it  is  for  the  good  of  the 
higher  education  in  London  that  University  College  should  be  incor- 
porated in  the  University  of  London,  and  that  for  this  purpose  it  is 
•desirable  to  place  the  site,  land,  buildings,  and  endowments  of  the 
College  at  the  complete  disposal  of  the  University,  are  willing  to 
facilitate  this  object  by  making  themselves  responsible  for  the  debt 
on  University  College  to  the  extent  of  £30,000,  provided  that  the 
Senate  of  the  University  and  the  Corporation  of  University  College 
can,  before  February  28th,  1903,  agree  upon  a,  scheme  for  the  incor- 
poration of  the  College  in  the  University  and  such  scheme  be  approved 
by  the  Company.” 

A former  student  of  the  College,  who  desires  at  present  to  be 
anonymous,  has  made  an  offer  to  the  Council  equivalent  to  a sum  of 
£30,000,  on  condition  that  the  College  is  incorporated  in  the  Univer- 
sity on  terms  satisfactory  to  Sir  Michael  Foster  and  two  other  persons 
yet  to  be  named. 

On  receiving  this  offer  the  Coimcil  resolved : 

(i)  That  Sir  Michael  Foster  be  requested  to  convey,  on  behalf 
of  the  Council,  to  the  “ old  friend  of  the  College  ” mentioned  in 
his  letter  to  the  Principal  dated  January  23rd,  1901,  their  cordial 
thanks  for  his  munificent  offer  to  the  College  of  £1000  a year,  or 
an  equivalent  capital  sum,  on  condition  of  the  College  being 
incorporated  in  the  University  in  a manner  satisfactory  to  Sir 
Michael  Foster  and  two  other  persons  to  be  named. 

(ii)  That  the  best  thanks  of  the  Council  be  offered  to  Sir 
Michael  Foster  for  the  great  service  he  has  rendered  to  the 
College  by  obtaining  the  munificent  offer  communicated  in  his 
letter  to  the  Principal  of  January  23rd  last. 

The  Senate  of  the  University  of  London  have  submitted  to  the 
Council  a proposal  for  the  endowment  of  the  Department  of  Chemistry 
with  £2,425  a year.  Under  this  scheme  the  Senate  of  the  University 
will  appoint  two  Professors  of  Chemistry  in  the  College  at  £1000  a 
year  each,  and  two  Assistants  to  the  Professors  at  not  less  than  £200 
a year  each,  the  balance  to  be  devoted  to  the  working  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Chemistry.  The  scheme  has  yet  to  be  approved  by  the 
Technical  Education  Board  of  the  London  County  Council,  through 
whom  the  grant  was  made  to  the  University  of  London. 

On  the  offer  of  the  Drapers’  Company  being  communicated  to  the 
Council,  they  resolved : — 

(u)  That  the  Council  are  ready  to  enter  into  negotiations  with 
the  University  as  to  the  incorporation  of  the  College  in  the 
University. 

(5)  That  a Committee  be  appointed  to  confer  with  any  Committee 
appointed  by  the  Senate  of  the  University  on  this  matter. 

The  following  were  appointed  to  be  the  Committee : — 

The  President,  the  Principal,  Lord  Edmond  Fitzmaurice, 
Sir  T.  Barlow,  Bart.,  Sir  John  Rotton,  Dr.  Benson, 
Mr.  Sharpe,  Professors  Bradford,  Ilill,  Ker,  and  Ramsay. 
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The  offer  of  the  Drapers’  Company  was  submitted  to  the  Senate 
of  the  University  of  London  on  January  22nd,  and  the  following 
resolutions  were  adopted  by  that  body : 

(1)  That  the  cordial  thanks  of  the  Senate  be  transmitted  to  the 
Master  and  Court  of  Assistants  of  the  Worshipful  Company  of 
Drapers  for  the  very  generous  offer  contained  in  their  resolution 

dated  January  9tli,  1902.  . 

(2)  That  a Committee  of  the  Senate  be  appointed  to  consider 

the  question  of  the  incorporation  of  University  College  in  the 
University,  with  power  to  confer  with  the  authorities  oi  the 
College. 

(3)  That  the  Committee  consist  of  the  following  : 

The  Vice-Chancellor,  The  Chairman  of  Convocation, 
Mrs.  Bryant,  Sir  Herbert  Cozens-Hardy,  Lord  Davey, 
Mr.  Howse,  Miss  Penrose,  Mr.  Pember  Reeves, 
Dr.  Robertson,  Professor  Unwin,  Dr.  Kingston  Fowler  ; 

and  that  the  Principal  also  be  requested  to  attend. 


In  order  to  enable  them  to  enter  into  negotiation  with  the  support 
of  the  Members  of  the  College,  the  Council  recommend  that  the 
following  resolution  be  adopted  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting  . 

That  this  Meeting  has  heard  with  great  satisfaction  of  the 
generous  offer  of  the  Drapers’  Company  to  make  themselves 
responsible  for  the  debt  upon  the  College  to  the  extent  of 
£30,000  and  of  that  of  another  friend  of  the. College  to  give  an 
equal  sum,  conditionally  upon  the  College  being  incorporated  in 
the  University  of  London,  and  concurs  in  the  resolution  pf  the 
Council  to  enter  into  negotiation  with  the  University  with  a 
view  to  the  incorporation. 


APPEAL  FOR  FUNDS. 

In  accordance  with  the  undertaking  made  in  the  last  Report  the 
Council  appointed  a Joint  Committee  of  Council  and  Senate  to  considei 
the  Needs  of  the  College. 

This  Committee  drew  up  a full  statement  of  the  developments  that 
are  most  urgent  in  order  that  the  College  may  adequately  fulfil  its 
function  as  an  institute  for  the  Higher  Education  and  for  Research 
within  the  University  of  London.  The  estimated  cost  of  these 
developments  is  at  least  one  million  pounds. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Joint  Committee, 
a Special  Appeal  Committee  was  appointed  on  Nov.  18th,  when  the 
Council  adopted  the  following  resolutions : — 

(a)  That  a Special  Appeal  Committee  be  appointed. 

(h)  That  the  Special  Appeal  Committee  consist,  in  the  first 
instance,  of  (a)  The  Members  of  the  Committee  on  the  Pres- 
sing Needs  of  the  College  (appointed  29th  July  1901);  ( b ) 
The  remaining  members  of  the.  Council ; (c)  The  following 
persons  whose  consent  to  serve  has  already  been  obtained,  viz. : 
His  Grace  the  Duke  of  Devonshire,  His  Grace  the  Duke  of 
Buccleugh,  Sir  Edward  Carson,  S.G.,  M.P.,  Sir  Michael  Foster 
K.C.B.,  M.P.,  Mr.  G.  C.  Montefiore. 

b'2 
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(c)  That  the  Committee  have  power  to  add  to  their  number,  and 

be  instructed  to  consider  the  addition  to  the  Special  Appeal 
Committee  of  the  names  given  in  the  First  Report  of  the 
Joint  Committee. 

(d)  That  the  Special  Appeal  Committee  thus  constituted  be 
given  full  power  to  raise  privately  a First  List  of  Subscriptions, 
and  to  take  such  other  steps  (short  of  actual  publication)  as 
they  may  think  advisable  for  promoting  the  success  of  the 
Appeal. 

(e)  That  no  communication  of  the  Appeal  to  the  Press  be 

authorised  except  by  Resolution  of  Council  to  that  effect. 

(/)  That  Donors  will  be  informed  that  it  is  the  intention  of  the 
Council  to  enable  the  University  of  London  to  absorb  the 
College  for  the  purpose  of  teaching  by  the  University. 


The  Appeal  Committee  are  now  considering  the  arrangements  for 
launching  and  publishing  the  Appeal  at  an  early  date.  Meanwhile 
they  are  taking  steps  to  raise  a First  List  of  Subscriptions.  In  addition 
to  the  sums  offered  by  the  Drapers’  Company  and  by  the  former 
student  of  the  College  (see  p.  16),  other  sums  amounting  to  over 
£8,000  have  already  been  promised  by  friends  of  the  College. 


The  Council  desire  to  point  out  that  among  the  objects  for  which 
money  is  most  urgently  required  at  the  present  time  are  the  following, 
and  that  the  incorporation  of  the  College  in  the  University  cannot  be 
satisfactorily,  carried  out  unless  effect  can  be  given  to  them  : — 

(1)  At  the  present  time  the  South  Wing  is  occupied  by  the  Boys’ 
School,  now  numbering  381  boys,  and  about  1|  acres  of  land  adjoining 
is  used  as  the  School  Playground.  It  is  certain  that  the  University 
will  not  consider  it  as  coming  within  their  functions  to  become 
responsible  for  carrying  on  the  School.  It  will  therefore  be  necessary 
to  make  adequate  provision  for  it  elsewhere.  The  estimated  cost  of  a 
satisfactory  site  and  suitable  buildings  is  £60,000,  which  will  effect 
the  double  object  of  setting  free  for  University  purposes  the  South 
Wing,  1 1 acres  of  unbuilt-on  land,  and  of  providing  one  of  London's 
great  public  schools  with  a suitable  home. 

(2)  A building  for  Advanced  Medical  Studies. — The  present  accom- 
modation is  quite  insufficient,  and  is  required  for  other  purposes. 

(3)  The  building  of  new  Chemical  Laboratories. — The  present 
laboratories  are  out  of  date,  and  inadequate  even  under  existing  cir- 
cumstances. The  new  circumstances  created  by  the  offer  ot  the 
University  of  London  Senate  to  endow  two  Chairs  of  Chemistry, 
make  it  the  more  necessary  to  proceed  with  the  building  as- soon  as 
possible. 

The  Council  therefore  hope  that  every  Member  of  the  College  will 
help  this  great  development,  either  by  a single  donation  or  by  a sub- 
scription extending  over  a term  of  years.  Donations  and  subscriptions 
may  be  ear-marked  for  any  particular  purpose.

The  work  in  this  Department  is  almost  entirely  of  a post-graduate 
character. 

The  work  of  the  Department  consists  of  the  following : — 

(1)  Lectures,  usually  once  a week,  on  some  artistic  or  archeo- 
logical subject.  The  subjects  are  cbosen  so  as  to  give  some 
notion  of  the  methods  of  archeological  research. 

(2)  Demonstrations,  mostly  in  the  British  Museum. 

(8)  Classes  of  a “ Seminar  ” type,  attended  by  a select  number 
of  Students ; in  these  the  Students  usually  read  papers  in 
turn,  involving  original  research,  or  study  of  a difficult 
problem. 

(4)  Classes  for  practical  work  ; c.  </.,  sorting  and  identifying  casts 
of  ancient  coins. 

(5)  Independent  work  of  various  Students.  The  Professor 
attends  at  regular  hours  in  the  Yates  Library  to  give  help 
and  advice  with  such  work. 

(6)  Lectures  on  sites  and  in  museums  in  Greece.  The  Professov 
gives  a Course  of  these  Lectures  every  year,  fitting,  in  part 
at  least,  into  the  Easter  Vacation.  These  lectures  are 
attended  by  many  of  those  employed  in  classical  or  historical 
teaching,  including  professors  and  lecturers  from  Oxford, 
Cambridge,  and  other  University  Colleges,  Masters  in  Public 
Schools,  &c. 

(7)  Vacation  courses  in  Archaeology,  intended  especially  for 
Schoolmasters. 

The  Yates  Library,  which  is  open  to  Students  in  this  Department, 
is  well  equipped  as  a working  library,  especially  for  classical  archaeo- 
logy. There  is  also  a certain  amount  of  apparatus,  such  as  photographs, 
casts,  &c.  The  addition  of  a gallery  of  casts  to  illustrate  the  history 
of  Sculpture  is  an  urgent  need,  which  it  is  hoped  may  soon  be  met. 

The  Yrates  Lectures  are  given  every  spring  by  some  competent 
archaeologist  on  a special  branch  of  Archaeology. 

8.  EGYPTOLOGY.— Prof.  Flinders  Petrie,  D.C.L.,  LL.D. 

Courses  of  Lectures  on  History  and  Archaeology  are  delivered 
during  the  First  andThird  Terms. 
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There  is  an  almost  complete  Library  of  Egyptology,  and  facilities 
tor  research  are  provided,  and  are  largely  used  lor  advanced  work. 

Daring  the  Second  Term,  the  Professor  and  his  special  students 
excavate  in  Egypt.  There  is  a Special  Fund— the  Lgyptian 
Research  Account ’’—which  is  devoted  to  the  keep  of  a student  m 
Egypt  each  year.

12.  APPLIED  MATHEMATICS.— Prof.  Karl  Pearson,  M.A., 

LL.B.,  F.R.S. 

Mathematical  Physics.  The  Professor  is  always  glad  to  assist 
Students  in  research  work  in  the  application  of  mathematics 
to  physical  problems,  especially  in  the  Theory  of  Elasticity. 
The  Senior  Analytical  Course  (Lectures,  Monday  11-12 
and  Thursday  3-4)  is  designed  to  draw  the  attention  of 
Students  to  physical  problems  awaiting  mathematical 
solution. 

Mathematical  Theory  of  Statistics.  Both  lectures  and 
practical  work  in  this  subject  are  especially  intended  for 
Postgraduate  Students. 

, Provision  will  be  made  for  two  hours  Lectures  weekly  and  for 

two  days  Practical  Class.  The  time  and  material  will  be  selected 
to  suit  the  knowledge  of  those  desiring  to  do  statistical  work, 
who  are  requested  to  meet  the  Professor  on  Wednesday,  Oct  2nd, 
at  4 o’clock. 

Lectures. — There  wall  be  an  Elementary  Course  dealing  with 
the  General  Theory  of  Statistics,  Normal  and  Skew  Variation, 
Normal  Correlation,  etc.,  or  an  Advanced  Course  on  the  Quanti- 
tative Theory  of  Heredity  or  other  selected  branch  of  Applied 
Statistics. 

Practical  Class. — Students  will  be  taught  on  actual  Statistical 
data  to  calculate  various  types  of  Statistical  Measurements  and 
Coefficients  ; they  will  be  shown  the  use  of  tables  and  mechanical 
calculators ; or  if  they  have  already  obtained  this  experience,  they 
will  be  assisted  in  research  work  suited  to  their  stage  of  progress; 
Statistical  Students  can  work  at  any  time  on  any  days,  and  the 
Professor  will  always  be  able  to  see  and  discuss  their  work  with

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17.  ZOOLOGY  AND  COMPARATIVE  ANATOMY.— Prof.  E. 

A.  Minchin,  M.A. 

(a)  A course  of  Lectures  on  the  Hydrozoa  is  delivered  on 
Tuesdays  during  the  First  and  Second  Terms. 

(b)  In  alternate  years,  courses  on  Odontology  and  on  Vertebrate 
Palaeontology  are  delivered  by  Dr.  E.  Warren. 

Students  whose  qualifications  are  regarded  by  the  Professor  as 
satisfactory,  are  admitted  to  research  work  in  the  Laboratory  at 
a small  fee. 

The  Laboratory  is  provided  with  aquaria,  salt  and  fresh  water, 
incubators,  etc.  The  Professor  is  at  all  times  ready  to  give 
advice  and  assistance  to  those  engaged  in  original  work. 

18.  PHYSIOLOGY.— Prof.  E.  H.  Starling,  M.D.,  F.R.S. 

The  Laboratory  is  open  for  work  from  9 a.m.  to  5 p.m.  It  is 
well  equipped  for  research  in  all  branches — physical,  chemical,  and 
histological.  Persons  who  are  desirous  of  conducting  original 
investigations  are  admitted  to  work  in  the  Laboratory  either 
without  fee  or  at  a small  fee,  under  certain  regulations  which  may 
be  obtained  from  the  Professor. 

During  the  Session  1901-1902,  the  following  courses  of  advanced 
Lectures  will  be  given  : — 

Professor  Starling.  “ The  Energies  of  the  Animal  Body.” 

Once  a week  during  the  Third  Term. 

W.  A.  Osborne,  M.B.,  D.Sc.  “ On  Microchemical  Reactions  ” 
(with  Demonstrations). 

Once  a week  during  the  Second  Term. 

W.  M.  Bayliss,  M.A.,  D.Sc.  “ On  the  Adaptations  of  the  Blood- 
Vessels.” 

Third  Term. 

The  advanced  course  of  Practical  Experimental  Physiology  will 
be  held  on  two  days  in  the  week  during  the  First  Term. 

The  advanced  practical  course  of  Physiological  Chemistry  will 
be  held  on  two  days  in  the  week  during  the  Second  Term. 

The  advanced  course  of  Practical  Histology  will  be  held  on  four 
or  five  days  in  the  week  during  the  Third  Term. 

All  these  courses  are  designed  as  preparation  for  original  work, 
as  well  as  for  the  requirements  of  such  examinations  as  the  B.Sc. 
Honours  (London). 

19.  PATHOLOGICAL  CHEMISTRY.  — Prof.  Vaegiian 

Harley,  M.D. 

The  Laboratory  is  open  for  work  from  9 a.m.  to  6 p.m.,  during 
which  time  an  Assistant  is  constantly  present. 
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Instruction  is  given  to  the  Students  at  any  time,  in  the  methods 
of  chemical  analysis  ofvarious  pathological  substances,  as  of  the 
blood,  gastric  contents,  faeces,  urine,  etc. 

Each  member  of  the  class  is  given  actual  material  to  analyse, 
and  from  the  results  obtained  he  is  required  to  make  a diagnosis, 
which  is  corrected  if  necessary. 

Lecture  demonstrations  on  the  application  of  the  results 
obtained  by  analysis,  together  with  discussions  on  pathological 
chemistry,  so  as  to  show  its  value  in  the  diagnosis  and  progress 
of  disease,  are  given  in  the  afternoons. 

Specimens  of  interest,  as  they  occur,  are  demonstrated  to  the 
classes. 

The  fee  for  the  class,  including  apparatus  and  material,  is  Five 
Guineas. 

The  Laboratory  is  principally  attended  by  Research  Students, 
and  special  facilities  are  provided  for  carrying  out  Research  work 
in  general  metabolism. 

20.  PATHOLOGY  AND  MORBID  ANATOMY.— Prof.  Sidney 

Martin,  M.D.,  E.R.S. 

Students  are  admitted  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  original 
research  in  Pathology,  Morbid  Anatomy,  and  Bacteriology  by 
arrangement  with  the  Professor. 

21.  MECHANICAL  AND  ELECTRICAL  ENGINEERING 

LABORATORIES. — Professors  J.  D.  Cormack,  B.Sc.,  and 

J.  A.  Fleming,  M.A. 

Students  may  be  admitted  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out 
original  work  under  the  guidance  of  the  Professors,  provided  they 
have  the  requisite  knowledge  of  the  subject. 

22.  HYGIENE  AND  PUBLIC  HEALTH.— Prof.  Corfield, 

M.A.,  M.D. 

Qualified  Students  are  admitted  with  the  approval  of  the 
Professor. 


INDIAN  SCHOOL. 

There  were  16  students  last  session.  They  all  succeeded  in  passing 
their  examination  in  September,  while  8 of  them  improved  their 
position  by  comparison  with  the  preceding  year’s  competitive  exam- 
ination, and  one  maintained  it ; 7 lost  places.  The  highest  places 
taken  by  any  of  our  students  were  the  2nd,  4th,  5th,  and  7th  places 
on  the  list,  and  the  student  who  stood  second  could  have  been  first 
had  he  done  a little  better  in  riding. 

In  some  of  the  individual  subjects  some  of  our  students  did  very 
well  indeed.  J 

In  the  Penal  Code  the  3rd  and  5th  places. 

In  the  Code  of  Criminal  Procedure,  1st,  2nd,  3rd,  4th,  5th,  and  6th 
in  the  Law  of  Evidence,  1st,  2nd,  3rd,  and  6th. 
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Iu  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  and  Law  of  Contract,  1st. 

In  Hindu  and  Muhammadan  Law,  1st  and  4th. 

Iu  History  of  British  India,  1st,  2nd,  and  3rd. 

In  Bengali,  1st  and  2nd. 

In  Hindustani,  1st  and  Gth. 

In  Persian,  5th. 

In  Burmese  two  of  our  students  did  far  best,  and  got  335  and  331 
out  of  a maximum  of  400  marks. 

In  Telugu  our  only  student  who  took  it  got  353  marks  out  of  a 
maximum  of  400. 

In  Chinese  the  same  two  students  who  did  so  well  in  Burmese 
obtained  313  and  308  marks  out  of  a total  of  400.  The  only  other 
candidate  who  presented  himself  in  that  language  getting  only*109. 

These  results  prove  that  the  Indian  Civil  Service  Candidates  who 
spend  their  year  of  probation  at  University  College  are  not  debarred 
from  taking  a high  place  in  any  subject. 

THE  LIBRARIES. 

The  re-organization  of  the  College  Libraries  has  made  considerable 
progress  during  the  year,  under  the  energetic  supervision  of  the 
Librarian,  R.  W.  Chambers,  B.A.,  and  in  spite  of  serious  obstacles. 

In  addition  to  the  lack  of  funds  for  the  purchase  of  books,  the 
principal  obstacle  placed  in  the  way  of  efficient  library  administration 
lies  in  the  fact  that  the  space  available  for  both  books  and  readers  is 
inadequate  ; the  want  of  shelf-room  for  books  being  more  especially 
felt.  The  General  Library  provides  room  for  less  than  one  half  of 
the  College  books,  the  rest  have  to  be  scattered  throughout  the 
College  in  different  “ book  stores.” 

During  the  past  session,  in  order  to  relieve  this  congestion,  two  of 
these  “ stores  ” have  been  thrown  open  as  reading-rooms : 

1.  The  Old  Sharpey-Grant  Library,  in  which  a certain  number  of 
biological  books  were  stored,  has  been  enlarged  by  combining  it  with 
the  adjoining  room,  and  the  combined  rooms  have  been  formed  into 
a Reference  Library  for  research  students  in  Science  : in  which  about 
15,000  of  the  most  important  scientific  books  have  been  placed, 
including  long  series  of  all  the  leading  periodicals. 

2.  In  a similar  way  the  books  dealing  with  Germanic  Philology 
have  been  collected,  arranged,  and  recatalogued,  and  are  now  placed 
in  the  South  Library.  It  is  hoped  that  these  books,  whilst  still 
remaining  part  of  the  General  Library,  may  be  made  to  play  the 
part  of  the  Seminar  Library  of  a German  University,  in  affording 
material  for  research  among  the  senior  students. 

Both  these  measures  are,  of  course,  tentative  and  partial.  The 
ideal  plan  can  be  achieved  only  by  the  removal  of  the  General  Library 
into  larger  quarters.  There  should  be  a great  Central  Library, 
holding  at  least  four  times  the  number  of  books  which  can  be  got 
into  the  present  building  : this  central  library  should  be  subdivided 
into  a reading  room  for  junior  students,  and  a research  library  or  series 
of  research  libraries  in  which,  by  means  of  access  to  the  shelves, 
bibliographies,  and  subject  catalogues,  the  most  complete  help  should 
be  given  to  research  students  in  the  carrying  out  of  their  work. 

Such  a library  forms  part  of  the  complete  scheme  for  College 
re-organization. 


For  the  work  that  has  been  done  thanks  is  more  especially  due  to  Special

German  Literature  and  Language. 

The  list  of  donations  is  given  on  p.  43  : it  contains  a number  of  Donations, 
valuable  additions  among  which  may  be  specially  mentioned  the 
publications  of  the  Early  English  Text  Society,  obtained  tor  the 
College  by  the  ready  help  of  Dr.  Furnivall,  and  the  publications  of 
the  English  Dialect  Society,  presented  by  Mr.  R.  H.  Oust. 


THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  CHEMISTRY. 

The  Practical  Chemistry  Class  Room  has  been  enlarged  and  re-fitted 
so  as  to  provide  accommodation  for  120  students.  This  development 
makes  the  accommodation  for  Medical  Students  adequate ; but  entirely 
new  laboratories  for  the  other  sections  of  the  department,  and  more 
particularly  for  research,  are  an  urgent  necessity.  These  can  be  pro- 
vided in  the  proposed  N.W.  wing  of  the  College.

TRAINING  OF  TEACHERS. 

The  Council  and  Senate  have  given  careful  consideration  to  the 
question  of  establishing  a Department  for  the  Training  of  Teachers 
in  connection  with  the  University  of  London. 

The  Council  have  resolved  that  subject  to  the  professional  instruc- 
tion being  post-graduate  and  general  satisfactory  conditions  they  are 
prepared  to  provide  instruction  suitable  for  graduation  to  those 
intending  to  take  the  teachers’  diploma  at  £20  a year  for  3 years. 

THE  PSYCHOLOGICAL  LABORATORY. 

In  view  of  the  inclusion  in  the  curriculum  of  the  University  of 
practical  Psychology,  it  becomes  of  great  importance  to  complete  and 
enlarge  this  laboratory. 

The  institution  of  a Training  Department  for  Teachers  will  make  a 
larger  laboratory  necessary. 

A list  of  the  special  subscriptions  to  this  laboratory  is  given  on 
p.  43. 


THE  MUSEUMS. 

The  Museum  of  Geology  is  being  re-organized  and  re-arranged  by 
Prof.  Garwood,  to  whom  the  College  is  indebted  for  the  gift  of  six 
handsome  show-cases.  A research  room  has  been  constructed  at  the 
eud  of  the  Museum  to  the  great  advantage  of  advanced  students. 
Valuable  gifts  have  been  made  to  these  Museums  by  past  and  present 
professors  and  students.  The  Museum  of  Zoology  has  received  a 
large  number  of  specimens  from  the  Natural  History  Museum.  The 
Museum  of  Anatomy  has  been  re-decorated  and  fitted  with  electric 
light.

JOINT  LECTURES  WITH  BEDFORD  COLLEGE. 

The  arrangements  made  last  session  for  courses  to  be  delivered  by 
the  joint  staffs  of  Bedford  and  University  Colleges  in  the  advanced 
branches  of  English  and  German  Languages  and  Literature  have 
been  continued  with  most  satisfactory  results. 

The  number  of  courses  in  both  departments  has  been  increased ; 
the  formation  of  the  English  and  German  Seminar  Libraries  has 
helped  to  make  them  more  efficient. 

The  experience  gained  by  this  experiment  has  been  utilised  by  the 
Universitj'  for  the  organization  of  an  intercollegiate  scheme  for  the 
teaching  of  German  in  connection  with  the  grant  made'  by  the 
Technical  Education  Board. 

THE  VAUGHAN  BEQUEST. 

The  valuable  series  of  Turner’s  Liber  Studiorum  prints  have  been 
received  and  have  been  arranged  on  the  walls  of  the  Slade  School  to 
the  great  advantage  of  the  students.  The  ten  mezzotint  prints  known 
as  sequels  to  the  Liber  Studiorum  have  also  been  awarded  to  the 
College. 

The  Council  are  indebted  to  Professors  Brown  and  Thane  for 
donations  to  meet  the  cost  of  framing  and  arranging  the  valuable 
works  of  art  bequeathed  by  Mr.  Henry  Vaughan. 

In  accordance  with  Mr.  Vaughan’s  will,  a tablet  has  been  placed  in 
the  lobby  to  the  General  Library  commemorating  the  foundation  of 
the  Andrews  Scholarships  in  honour  of  his  mother  (Elizabeth 
Andrews). 


EVENING  LECTURES  AND  MEETINGS. 

The  College  has  been  open  during  the  past  session  five  evenings  in 
the  week. 

The  courses  lor  Engineers  arranged  in  conjunction  with  the  Tech- 
nical Education  Board  and  delivered  by  Professors  Beare,  Fleming, 
and  Cormack,  have  been  fully  attended  and  much  appreciated. 

The  course  on  Modern  Chemistry  by  Prof.  Ramsay  and  that  on 
Liquid  Air  by  Dr.  ITampson  have  been  well  attended. 

The  lectures  delivered  by  M r.  Stopford  Brooke  and  arranged  by 
the  Committee  of  the  Stopford  Brooke  Lectureship  Fund  have  been 
attended  by  about  600  persons. 

The  Public  French  Lectures  last  session  were  well  attended ; Prof. 
Brandin  has  just  begun  his  first  series  with  an  audience  of  over  200. 

The  meetings  of  the  Philological  Society,  the  Political  Economy 
Club,  and  of  the  Geologists’  Association  are  held  in  the  College. 

The  Council  are  glad  to  welcome  such  societies. 


THE  UNION  AND  OTHER  STUDENTS’  SOCIETIES. 

The  Reports  of  the  Students’  Societies  show  that  the  corporate  life 
of  the  College  is  in  a healthy  condition. 

The  popularity  and  usefulness  of  the  Union  Society  is  evidenced 
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by  its  many-sided  activity  and  by  an  increase  of  30  in  its  roll  of 

"^rhe^pecial  Societies  not  included  in  the  Union  have  done  excel- 
lent work : the  Medical  Society  may  be  specially  mentioned  in  this 
connection. 


FOUNDATION  DAY. 

Foundation  Dav  was  celebrated  under  the  auspices  of  the  Union 
Society  on  June  Oth.  Professor  Ramsay  delivered  the  oration 
entitled,  “The  Functions  of  a University  ” to  a crowded  audience. 
The  oration  was  particularly  directed  to  the  questions  that  arise  in 
connection  with  the  re-organization  of  the  University  of  London.  It 
has  been  printed,  and  may  be  obtained  at  the  College,  price  Qd.

The  returns  which  have  been  laid  before  the  Council  show  that 
the  discipline  of  the  School  remains  in  a satisfactory  state. 

In  1901,  14  pupils  passed  the  Matriculation  Examination  of  the 
University  ot  Loudon. 
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From  the  Tablos  submitted  it  appears  that  7 boys  were  entered 
in  the  Black  Book  last  Session,  the  total  number  of  entries  being  8. 

The  Horton  Memorial  Scholarship  was  awarded  to  A.  R.  E. 
Bauerle. 

Four  Open  Scholarships  will  in  June  next  be  offered  for  competition 
among  boys  between  the  ages  of  twelve  and  fourteen,  whether  already 
in  the  School  or  not.  One  will  be  of  the  value  of  24  guineas  per 
annum,  the  other  three  of  12  guineas  per  annum. 

Three  masters  have  left  the  staff  for  other  appointments.  Mr.  F. 
W.  Russell  went  to  take  charge  of  the  Engineering  side  at  Dulwich 
College;  Mr.  John  Russell  was  appointed  Headmaster  of  the  King 
Alfred’s  School,  Hampstead ; and  Mr.  W.  G.  Lipscomb,  Headmaster 
of  the  County  High  School,  Isleworth.  Their  places  have  been  taken 
by  Mr.  H.  Sydney  Jones,  10th  Wrangler,  of  Christ’s  College,  Cam- 
bridge ; Dr.  B.  Ralph,  LL.D.,  Dublin,  Mr.  A.  Watson  Bain,  M.A. 
Edinburgh.  Other  visiting  appointments  have  been  made  for  the 
Higher  Commercial  Course,  among  them  Mr.  Francis  Storr,  M.A.,  of 
Trinity  College,  Cambridge,  for  Higher  English. 

Several  school  songs  have  been  written  by  Mr.  John  Russell,  Col. 
Siddons  Young  (Old  Boy),  and  set  to  music  by  Mr.  R.  Walthew,  Mr. 
Tressler,  Mr.  G.  IT.  Groves,  Mr.  IT.  R.  Lewis,  and  Mr.  W.  Me  Naught. 
The  songs  are  rendered  with  great  enthusiasm  at  school  concerts  and 
assemblies. 

Special  prizes  for  the  Scripture  classes  have  been  founded  by 
Mrs.  Crossley,  in  memory  of  her  cousin,  Mr.  Stain  ton  Moses,  a former 
Master  of  the  School. 

The  School  had  a most  successful  Distribution  of  Prizes  on  July  29th 
under  the  Presidency  of  the  Hon.  Joseph  Choate,  Ambassador  for  the 
United  States. 

A pavilion  has  been  erected  on  theNeasden  field  at  the  cost  of  £750. 
It  has  been  named  after  Sir  Daniel  Cooper,  who  generously  con- 
tributed £200  towards  the  expenses  . 

An  opportunity  is  now  given  to  all  boys  over  15,  whether  Cadets  or 
not,  to  practise  shooting  in  the  Morris-tube  range.  The  Senior  boys 
have  very  largely  availed  themselves  of  this  permission. 


THE  BRANCH  SCHOOL. 

The  Preparatory  School  at  Hampstead  goes  on  satisfactorily  under 
the  Head  Master,  Mr.  C.  Simmons.  There  are  now  81  boys  in  the 
School,  which  has  thus  reached  the  limit  of  the  accommodation  at 
present  available.  The  Council  are  considering  a scheme  for  an 
extension  of  the  school  premises. 
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X.  HOSPITAL. 

In  tlie  Report  for  1900  it  was  announced  that  the  position  of  Patron 
of  the  Charity  had  become  vacant  in  consequence  of  the  lamented 
death  of  her  late  Majesty  Queen  Victoria.  . 

This  year  the  Committee  appealed  to  His  Majesty  the  King,  who 
had  held  the  position  of  Vice  Patron  of  the  Charity  since  1863,  to 
accept  the  position,  and  His  Majesty  graciously  acceded  to  their 
request.  H.R.IT.  the  Prince  of  Wales  has  since  been  pleased  to 
accept  the  office  of  Vice-Patron. 

The  new  building  now  in  course  of  erection  through  the  munificence 
of  Sir  J Blundell  Maple,  Bart.,  M.P.,  is  making  satisfactory  progress. 

In  January  1901  the  Pathological  Department,  on  the  Scientific 
Floor,  was  opened  and  has  been  iu  full  working  order  under  the  charge 
of  the  Pathologist. 

The  remaining  two  floors  of  the  Nurses’  Wing,  the  Residents’  floor 
coraprisiug  bed  and  sitting  rooms,  and  general  sitting-room,  and  the 
new  Kitchens  for  the  Hospital  and  Nursing  Departments  have  also 
been  opened. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  South-Eastern  block  comprising  5 floors  of 
Wards  and  including  a part  of  the  Dispensary,  Steward’s  Stores, 
Nurses’  and  Servants’  Dining  Rooms,  Students’  Rooms,  and  Obstetric 
Out-Patient  Department,  will  be  completed  during  the  current  year. 

The  Committee  anticipate  that  the  remaining  portion  of  the  old 
Hospital  will  be  demolished  towards  the  end  of  this  year,  to  make 
room  for  the  third  Ward  block,  the  main  entrance  portions  of  the  Out- 
Patient  Department  and  Dispensary. 

The  University  College  Hospital  Ladies’  Association  has  during 
the  past  year  provided  large  numbers  of  garments  for  necessitous 
patients. 

The  Committee  have  to  announce  the  appointment  of  the  following 
gentlemen  iu  connection  with  the  management  of  the  Hospital : —

It  is  gratifying  to  announce  that  during  the  past  year  a Bed  and  a 
Cot  have  been  endowed,  the  former  by  the  late  Mr.  E.  R.  Millar,  late 
a Student  of  the  Hospital,  who  bequeathed  a sum  of  £1000  for  that 
purpose,  and  the  latter  by  Mrs.  Stapylton-Smith,  a Member  of  the 
University  College  Hospital  Ladies’  Association,  who  presented, 
through  Mrs.  Radcliffe  Crocker,  the  sum  of  £500  as  a first  payment 
towards  that  object. 

The  Committee  would  call  the  attention  of  Testators  to  this  mode 
of  furthering  the  objects  of  the  Charity,  and  appeal  to  the  public 
generally  for  funds  which  are  urgently  required  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  Hospital.

Patients,  and  42569  Out-patients,  including  Casualty  and  Midwifery 
cases.
